It  is  well  understood,  that 
the  laws  of  neutrality  do  not  permit  a neutral 
country  to  grant  to  >ne  of  the  belligerents  the 
facility  of  carrying  on  war  from  its  territory, 
nei’berdo  they  permit  'hat  country  to  decide 
on  the  justice  or  iojus.ice  to  their  cause,  even 
when  it  should  know  them  to  be  rebels.  Fer- 
dinand himself  cannot. although  lie.  refuses  to 
terminate  the  war,  treat  our  vessels  as  pirates 
nor  nttr  soldiers  as  banditti  ; for  the  law  of 
nations  has  provided  it,  in  order  to  prevent 
the  calamities  that  would  otherwise  result  to 
humanity  from  the  exercise  of  the  right  of  re- 
prisal. The  provinces  of  Uio  (le  la  Plata  are 
cont’nding  to  establish  their  independence,  or 
to  acquire  oeiv  rights  ; and  iis  such  case,  no- 
thing but  the  fate  of  arms  can  decide  the  jus 
tice  or  injustice  of  our  Cause. 

Thus,  then,  our  government  undoubtedly 
possesses  the  right  to  fit  out  vessels  of  war, 
and  to  issue  letters  of  marque  ; and  foreign 
governments,  being  advised  thereof,  mav  admit 
ur  vessels  into  their  ports,  in  like  manner  as 
we  did  during  the  late  war,  without  infringing 
the  laws  of  nations,  and  without  violating 
peace  and  neutrality  And  if  the  government 
of  Buenos  Avi  es  has  made  itself  known  to  the 
President  of  the  United  States  of  America, 
by  means  of  formal  relations,  how  could  one  of 
its  vessels  of  war  be  charged  with  piracy  and 
en  infraction  of  the  laws  of  the  United  States.
